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PPEAL ISSUED 
FORPORTO RICANS 


An appeal for cash contributions to 
fid the inhabitants of storm-ravaged 
Porto Rico, whose need is described 
by National Red Cross officials as ur- 
gent and immediate, was broadcast to 


Atlantans Monday by the local chap- 
ter, American Red Cross. 

Incomplete reports on the disaster, 
which followed in the wake of one 
of the most devastating hurricane of 
recent years, killing hundreds, injur- 
ing thousands and rendering hundreds 
of thousands homeless and destitute, 
make it impossible for the Red Cross 
to fix Atlanta’s quota as yet. 

The national headquarters, however, 
has donated $50,000 from its emer- 
gency fund, and an expert disaster re- 
lief staff is on the way to the strick- 
en island, according to reports re- 
ceived by Miss Ruth Sheafe, execu- 
tive secretary of the Atlanta chap- 
ter, from John Barton VPayne, na- 
tional chairman, 

Publie Appeal Asked. 

Mr. Payne cailed upon the Atlanta 
chapter, of which Rodney Morison, 
Jr., is Chairman, to issue a_ public 
appeal for immediate cash cont.ibu- 
tions, since the local organization has 
no funds available with which to aid 
the cause. 

Meanwhile a staff led by Henry 
Baker, head of disaster relief, Nation- 
al Red Cross, is en route.to Porto 
Rico, while headquarters for Florida 
relief has been established at Jack- 
sonville, under direction of James E. 
Fieser, national officer. 

Mr. Payne's telegram to Miss Sheafe 
follows: 

“West Indies hurricane destroyed 
thousands of homes in Porto Rico and 
other islands, also devastating crops. 
There is immediate need for food and 
shelter, medical supplies and emer- 
geney relief. 1 am taking charge at 
request of President Coolidge. The 
necessity for a large fund is impera- 
tive. Notify public your chapter will 


receive and forward to national head- y—— 


quarters all cash contributions. The 
national fund has donated $50,000 as 


a start. A trained disaster staff is | 


on the way.” 

In reply to Miss Sheafe’s query con- 
cerning Atlanta’s quota, and the need 
for clothing contributions, Mr. Payne 
answered with the following telegram 
Monday night: 

“Impossible to estimate now the to- 
tal relief fund required. Late reports 
show situation very grave, and the 
needs immediate. Urge you secure all 
possible contributions without waiting 
for definite chapter quota. We are 
not planning to ship clothing to Por- 
to Rico at this time. If any donated 
hold for instructions, but make no 
specific request.”

The report was made by the gover- 
nor of Guadeloupe, who reached 
Pointe a Pitre Sunday and said that 
virtually the entire island had been 
demolished by the storm. All build- 
ings, including factories and govern- 
ment offices, were wrecked, he an- 
nounced.

San Juan, Porto Rico, September 
17.—(4)—The death list of the tropical 
hurricane in Porto Rico was increased 
today with the receipt of reports that 
at least 29 persons were killed in the 
town of Comerio. 

Frederick Krug, manager of the 
hydro-electric plant at that place, re 
ported that the bodies of 22 persons 
were discovered near the plant by a 
searching party which was seeking the 
bodies of seven members of one family 
known to have been washed away in 
the vicinity. No alarm had previously 
been felt for the safety of the 22 
found. Krug expressed belief that 
more dead would be found in the neigh- 
borhood. of Comerio. 


JACKSONVILLE WIT. 
BY FORCE OF GALE

Jacksonville, Fla., September 17.— 
A 60-mile-an-lour gale, believed fore- 
runner of the hurricane, pounded at 
Jacksonville Jate today as the 100,000 
inhabitants of Florida’s largest city 
sought protection from the feared 
storm. 

Plate glass windows in downtown 
streets were shattered wholesale. 
Streets were becoming strewn with 
debris. 

The situation as admittedly serious 
to an extreme. 

Shipping held to harbor. Hatches 
were battened down and great steam- 
ers prepared to ride through’ the 
storm. 

At mid-afternoon the gale was of 
60 miles an hour velocity and increas- 
ing. 

From Pablo Beach, 20 miles from 
the city proper, one of two great 
amusement fliers collapsed. A roller 
coaster at the same _ beach was’ 
wrecked. 

Heavy seas were pounding against 
the beaches. One large section of a 
boardwalk was washed away. 

Power lines were down outside the 
city. Roads were impassable as trees 
toppled. Roofs of several houses in the 
outskirts were reported torn off. 

All this centralizing of the hurri- 


ane danger near Jacksonville came 


after a day in which the ominous dark 
clouds of the tropical disturbance roll- 
ed past the lower east coast of Florida, 
leaving in their place an equally omi- 
nous darkness of misery, desolation 
and suffering. Hundreds appeared to 
have been injured in and about West 
Palm Beach, where hundreds of 
homes were wrecked, thousands of in- 
habitants made refugees and a disas- 
ter of serious proportions existed to- 
night. 

Red Cross, American Legion and 
national guard units prepared to cope 
with the emergency. At present the 
situation in the interior southwest of 
here where the hurricane was sweep- 
ing a path this afternoon, is uncertain. 
Scores of towns and cities in the area 
were isolated, as are still many on the 
east coast south of Daytona. 

Henry T. Reed, Jacksonville head 
of the Red Cross, following receipt of 
a radio message from West Palm 
Beach indicating the seriousness of 
the situation there, decided to send 
two relief workers into the district 
immediately to determine. 


Ship Is Missing. 


The Baltimore and Carolina Steam- 
ship company reported today it lacked 
word from its steamer Frances 
Weems, which sailed from Lake Char- 
les, La., for Miami last Saturday. It 
was feared the freighter was in the 
midst of a blow in the Gulf of Mexico. 

A driving rain has been continuing 
all day long here. 

The barometer fell fast. The UWnit- 
ed States weather bureau reported 
that between noon and 5 p. m., today 
it dropped 31 points to 29.21. 

ndications that the hurricane was 
rapidly approaching this city caused 
the telephone, telegraph and railroad 
companies to hold their’ wrecking 
crews in Jacksonville instead of dis- 
patehing them south. 

The American Telegraph and Tele- 
phone company reported tonight that 
its lines to the west coast had been 
out since noon. 

There were many here, including 
telephone company officials, who be- 
lieved the hurricane had split into 
two parts, one swinging northwest- 
ward along the gulf coasts of Ala- 
bama and Mississippi, the other to- 
ward Jacksonville and Georgia. 

Adjutant General Vivian B. Col- 
lins, of Florida, who requested Gov- 
ernor John W. Martin to issue an 
order establishing martial law in the 
hurricane areas, left tonight for Tal- 
Inhassee, the state capital. It was 
expected he would confer with Goy- 
ernor Martin on measures. 

Reports of minor damage from in- 
land cities reached here tonight, but 
nothing as extensive or critical as the 
West Palm Beach situation was re- 
ported.

A rapiophoto apparatus capable of 
picking electrical impulses out of the 
air and converting them in less than 
one minute into a complete photo- 
graph will be demonstrated publicly 
for the first time at the radio world’s 
fair in the Theater of Wonders.

At a distance of two feet it 
is impossible to tell the original from 
the radiophoto. duplicate.

waves, a standard short wave receiy- 
fing set is used to pick the impulses 
| out of the air. The impulses are car- 
{ried to a special lamp which flickers 
according to the fluctuations in in- 
tensity of the current. The light from 
this lamp is focused into a tiny beam 
which plays on a eylinder moving 
in the same way and at the same 
speed as the cylinder at the receiving 
end. ‘This cylinder is covered with 
sensitized paper, and, as the light falls 
on it with varying brightness, a se- 
ries of impressions of varying degree 
are made on the paper, which, when 
developed, is seen to present an exact 
facsimile of the picture placed on the 
sending cylinder.

Mr. Walker and Solicitor Boykin 
conferred at length on = plans for 
continuance of the search, which 
thus far has failed to develop a clue 
to the missing man. Following this 
conference Mr. Boykin opened the sub- 
scriptions with a personal contribu- 
tion of $250 and announced that he 
would appeal to Governor L: G. Hard- 
man to have the state post a reward. 
Governor Hardman, absent from the 
city Monday, was expected to act on 
the solicitor’s request upon his return 
to the capitol late this week. 

Further grand jury investigation 
into the Carnes case is expected tp 
be conducted today. Officials of the 
Atlanta branch of Ernst & Ernst, 
auditors employed by the mission 
board to examine the accounts of 
Carnes and to obtain from banks 
which purchased unregistered notes of 
the board from the fugutive treasurer 
documentary evidence of these trans- 
actions, are expected to appear before 
the grand jury. 

The audit of Carnes accounts still 
is far from completed but it is hoped 
that the grand jury can obtain enough 
data to return additional indictments 
against Carnes, who last week was 
indicted on a charge of having em- 
bezzl $69,000 directly from the 
board# treasury.

$10,000 for Baptist Worker

missing Clinton S. Carnes. 

A few years ago, Dr. J. W. Beagle, 
an aging Baptist. missionary worker, 
came to the home mission ard of 
the Southern Baptist convention 4s 
superintendent of independent and di- 
rect missionary work.

Watching Carnes, day in and day 
out, Dr. Beagle like others became a 


urer’s operations, after a time becom- 
ing convinced that Carnes was a fi- 


With interest, he noted Carnes’ rise 


and seemingly prosperous 
ventures. He saw Carnes move his 
family from the Grant Park district 
into better quarters in West End; 
later he saw the beautiful hollow tile 
and marble Druid Hills home erected 
and the Carnes family esconsed in it. 

Back in Kentucky where he came 
from, Dr. Beagle had left his life's 


savings, almost $10,000—put away bit 
by bit out of his pastoral salary. On 


it he was drawing six per cent in- 
terest. 

But the old safe and sane six per 
cent seems nothing when one watches 


a man make a deal here and make a 
deal there and all the while expand- 
ing and bettering his livelihood. So it 
was with Dr. Beagle. His faith in 
Carnes was supreme, he decided to ask 
the treasurer to invest his savings. 
Surely a man who could do so much 
with his own money could return more 
than 6 per cent on the investment of 
a friend. 

One day a year ago he approached 
Carnes: 

“Mr. Carnes, you have done so well 
with your own money I want you to 
take mine and do what you will. Make 
what you can on it. Six per cent is 
safe but it doesn't help a man’s as- 
sets grow very speedily.’ 

To which Carnes replied: 

“Dr. Beagle, keep your money 
where it is, whatever you do. If 
your money is in the hands of honest 
persons do not touch it. Never bring 
it to Atlanta and let ‘these’. sharks 
here take it away from you.” 

Dr. Beagle still has his savings— 
and he’s more than satisfied with his 
Six per cent return now.

S. Carnes, in At- 
lanta, Ga.—what you know of him, 
and your business relations with him, 
up to the present time—whether or 
net vou at the present time know 
where Mr. Carnes is lacated—whether 
or’ not you have heard, seen or been

your own words, 

A.—Well, the only thing 1 can say, 
Mr. Allen, my husband, Mr. Pope, 
was connected with the Hamilton- 
Carhart Manufacturing company in 
Atlanta for 12 years. Miss Lois Grif- 
fin was at that time employed there 
in some capacity—I don’t know in 
just what way. But at the time she 
was there, Mr. Pope came in contact 
often with her and the other girls 
working there—in what capacity I 
don’t know. Miss Griffin left and 
went to work for some man in the 
Wynne-Claughton building. I went to 
New York with Miss Griffin—it was 
somewhere the latter part of July,’

Received no Money. 

None of that money came to me or 
to Mr. Carnes. Mr. Carnes asked me 
if I thought it was worth while for 
her to go on. I said I thought that 
her possibilities were good; that she 
had gotten in without any effort, al- 
though she had had absolutely no ex- 
perienee in pictures. He said he 
thoueht that she would make good, 
told him that I couldn't Z0 back to 
New York and carry on without aid. 
He said that if I would go back the 
following month he would pay my ¢X- 
penses while I was there and furnish 
all the clothes that Lois needed and 
pay her expenses also. 

He gave me a check for $700 to 
pay for the expenses of the apartment 
I was living in, and anything that 
might come up in the meantime. 
stayed there: Lois went to Washing- 
ton, D. C., to visit some friends on 
some of this money of Mr. Carnes, 
because I wasn't making any money 
myself and there was no money I 
could contribute toward trips or any- 
tlring of that sort. : 

She came back to New York city 
after this trip, about the time Sonja 
Norida arrived. : 

I can’t tell exactly when Miss Grif- 
fin left to go to Atlanta, but she went 
on ahead'of us to Atlanta. Sonja 
Norida and myself left on the 15th 
of October. as near as I can figure 
the date. I believe that was the right 
date. JI may have seen Mr. Carnes 
and Lois may have seen him before 
Sonja did, but it was about the first 
of November we met him on the street 
casually, and I introduced him to 


Sonja. 
No Mention of Money. 

We walked up to the Ansley hotel, 
sat in the lobby and talked to Mr. 
Carnes about her and about her am- 
bitions and work—nothing was said 
about money at that time. A day or 
so afterwards Mr. Carnes said to me: 
“Mrs. Pope, how about my assisting 
Sonja in pictures on a contract basis? 
I said: “If you want to talk to Sonja 
it is agreeable to me.” | 

Sonja went over to his office alone, 
and right then and there he drew up 
a contract. and Sonja signed it. Sonja 
brought the contract back signed and 
showed it to me. I read it over and 
1 said the contract is no good, as no 
time limit is on it, or se@mething to 
that effect. Carnes came back and 
got the contract before 24 hours, and 
he said: “There is no time limit in 
that and it is no good.” and J said 
“I realized that yesterday,” and Mr. 
Carnes destroyed the contract in our 
presence. 

I think several weeks dragged on 
before he got another contract to- 
gether—running back and forth to his 
lawyer, as he said, and finally got 
up an agreement whereby Miss Norida 
was to get $250 per month for 12 
months. Miss Sonja Norida was to 
bear half that expense and was to give 
him 25 per cent of any contract earn- 
ings or any earnings she received for 
the next five }ears. And at the time 
the contract was drawn Mr. Carnes 
wouldn’t go on with it unless I prom- 
ised to manage Sonja for the five 
years that she _s in pictures, or for 
the length of time she was endeavor- 
ing to get into pictures.. 

Remuneration Agreed On. 

And my remuneration was to be the 
same amount that Sonja was to get; 
but in the event that she went on and 
made money I was to return half of 
the amount of money that he had ad-

months, to him, before he reaped any 
benefit from it at all. We stayed in 
Atlanta until the 22d of December. 
We left for Buffalo, N. Y., and spent 
Christmas and the holidays with my 
sister's family. In January, 1928, 
about the 10th, my brother was taken 
sick—it looked like a long-drawn-out 
illness, but we had no hope of: his re- 
covery—which prevented my ‘leaving 
Buffalo. Sonja came on ahead anil 
waited for me in Los Angeles at the 
Rosslyn hotel.

I left the day after the funeral with 
my niece and arrived in Los Angeles 
around the first of February, 192s.

: There is a deal of evidence 
accruing that children who are nat- 
urally left-handed and are forced to 
write with the right hand may de- 
velop some little speech defects— 
stummering or stuttering, ete., or per- 
haps squinting or other muscle twitch- 
ing. Not all children do this—it may 
depend upon the degree o_ left-hand- 
edness—but enough are so afflicted to 
make it » rule that left-handed chil- 
dren should be allowed to use that 
hand tv write. 

Dr. Samuel E, Orton, in the Sep- 
tember issue of Hygeia, in the article 
on “Training the Left-Handed,’’ fin- 
ishes in this way: 

“IT cannot express myself too 
strongly in saying that the attempt 
to make right-handed children of nat- 
urally left-handed, is a dangerous pro-

ceeding, and a fundamental, physio- 


logic error.” 
Left-handed people are not abnor- 

mal. Even though 95 per cent of 

us use the right hand for 


Most of the nerve fibers in the 
brain controlling motion cross to the 
opposite side in the upper part of 
the spinal eord, so the right side of 
the brain controls the motion of the 
left side of the body, and the left sice 
of the brain controls the right. (It is 
because of this crossing of the fibres 
that an injury to one side of the 
brain affects the other side of the 
body.) 

Does this mean, then, that left- 
handed persons have a somewhat 
greater development of the right side 
of the brain, and right-handed per- 
sons the reverse? Or, is there from 
birth a greater development of one 
side of the brain and this acts as a 
determining factor in the deveivpment 
of the opposite side of the bcuy? This 
is not known. 

If it is true that the «reater use 


of one side of the body develops the 
opposite side of the brain a little 
more, it seems logical to suppose that 
the training in the use of both hands, 
making us ambidextrous, would 
cause a greater development of both 
sides of the brain, and _ therefore 
would be normal and desirable. In 
fact, there are quite a number of 
authorities who advocate ambidex- 
terity for this reason. However, even 
the ambidextrous person will do the 
finer things requiring attention with 
the same hand: so this ambidextrity 
would not cause any disturbance.

The cause of left-handedness is not 
known. Numez cus theories, such as 
the one I spoke of—the greater de- 
velopment of the right side of the 
brain than the left—and imitation in 
children, habits, ete., have been 
thought of.. The most probable cause 
is heredity. Some authors believe 
that right-handedness and _ left-hand- 
edness are remnarts of our primitive 
ancestors, who ir their fights with 
beasts and each other, used either the 
right or left hand. Those who used 
the right were more successful, for 
with the other hand they protected 
the heart; therefore, among users of 
the right hand there werg more who 
succeeded in the strcggle fer exist- 
ance !

TRADE BODY RESUMES 
PUBLIC UTILITY QUIZ

Washington, September 17.—()— 
Preliminary to reopening tomorrow its 
investigation into the activities of pow- 
er utilities as ordered by the Walsh 
senate resolution, the federal trade 
commission today issued its sixth in- 
terim report on its findings to date. 

The document showed that 1,000 re- 
ports forms requiring comprehensive 
data on the financing of utilities has 
been sent out, with the request that 
they be returned to the commiission 
filled out by November 1 

Numbering 225 pages, the _ report 
form contains 78 separate schedules 
for the various financial operations of 
utilities, but onlv the large holding 
companies are required to fill out all 
schedules. Certain of these schedules 
apply only to specialized utilities in- 
terests, such as electric and gas operat- 
ing companies and construction com- 
panies. 

The interim report disclosed that 
more than 5,000 replies had been re- 
ceived from the first questionnaire 
sent to utility groups last spring 
which called for administrative infor- 
mation as a basis “for measuring the 
importance of interstate business in 
electric energy and gas, the relative 
importance of power utilities, bringing 
that list up to date. 

The publicity phase of the investiga- 
tion is to be continued tomorrow when 
witnesses from several different lo- 
calities will appeal.

Briefly the American business situa- 
tion is regarded as sound, with the 
monetary position rather strained and 
artificial and the stock market dis- 
tinctly unsound.

counter where they can buy what they 
need at their own price. 

This may have heen true some years 
ago. but it is no longer the case, and 
as 17 cents is probably not far from 
the average cost of producing cotton 


j the present would seem to be an op- 


desire to aid in stabilizing the price 
of cotton at a level that will be fair 
to all concerned. There is but little 
outside interest in the cotton marxet 
at present. It is largely a trade af- 
fair. But many of those who have 
been speculating on the stock exchanze 
have made enormous profits and it is 
rumored that some of them are com- 
mencing to consider buying cotton and 
grain upon the theory that the forces 
of inflation that have carried securi- 
ties upward will soon be felt in the 
commodity markets. 

This theory is a plausible one. and 
it is possible that its validity will be 
demonstrated by an advance in cot- 
ton. 

The dry goods market is somewhat 
firmer. The sales for the month of 
August are somewhat in excess of the 
eurtailed production, and distributors’ 
stocks are admittedly low. In Lan- 
eashire a consolidation of over 100 
mills spinning , American cotton Is 
said to be nearing consummation, and 
its completion will greatly improve the 
status of the cotton textile manufacur- 
ing industry in Great Britain. 

Elsewhere in Europe the demand 
for cotton and cotton goods seems to 
be excellent, and many long-headed 
continental manufacturers are com- 
mencing to stock up at present prices. 

Domestic consumption in the United 
States for the month of August was 
527,000 bales, as compared with 439,- 
000 bales in July and 633,000 bales 
in August, 1927. These figures were . 
regarded as a stand-off, although some 
construe them bullishly. as the mill. 
stocks were but 782,000 bales as 
against 1,121,000 bales last year.
